The meeting was called to order with Mayor Miller presiding.
Roll call:

Invocation wee delivered by DR. MARVIN VANCE, First Methodist Church,
1200 Lavaca Street.

Councilman White moved that the Mimutes of October 25, 1956, be approved.
The motiomn, secomded by Councilman Palmer, carried by the following vote:

The Council had before it the appeal of MR. KENKETH L. GORBET from the
decision of the City Pian Commission, readered October 16th, denying his applica-
tion for special permit te comstruct sm office buildimg for his lawa sprinkling
service on his property locsted at 35th ead Glemview. MR. GORBET was present in
his own behslf. MR, HERRY LOVELL, SR., was preseat, mot to oppese the buildimg
but to oppose the set-back as planmed, Mr. Levell's property was adjoining. The
architect explained the set~-back plans as it was the inteat to sawme some large
tyees on the lot. After discussion, the Council declded to meke & persomal
inspection of the property.

MR. ERNEST SMITH, 5302 Wasson Read, came before the Council requesting
a separate water meter. His property was outside the city limits, and he was
ngi tied ok to another line through amother meter. The Mayor asked that a
report be made on this request and that Mr. Smith be notified.
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MR, W. G. CARNAHAN, LLO7 Avenue X, appeared before the Council asking
that semething be done to kill the mosquitoes im Waller Creek, besides the
spraying. He suggested that Shipe Pool be filled and emptied at entervals
through the winter months to flush the creek. The Mayor stated studies had
‘been mRde on Qdriliing wells at the heads of the creeks and keeping the water
}i flowing; but in the meantime, the City would work on the problem now to give
him relief.

Councilman Leong offered the fellowing resolution and meved its sdoptien:
(RESOLUTION)

WHEREAS, UNDER Title I of the Housing Act of 1949, as amended, the Housing
and Home Finance Administrator is authorized to extend financial assistance to
loeglities in the elimimation and prevention of the spread of their slums ard
urban blight through the planning and undertsking of urban reneval projects; and,

WHEREAS, it is desirable and in the public interest that the City of Austin
prepare surveys and plans presently estimated to cost spproximately Eilghteen
Thousand Dollars, in order to determine the femsibility of undertakiamg amd
carrying out urban renewal projects of the character defimed by Section 110(c)
of Title I, im that certain urban area situated im the City of Austin, Coumty
of Travis, and State of Texas, wnd genmerally described as follows:

Beirg that certain ares bounded by East Seventh Street
on the south, by East Twelfth Street oam the north, by
East Avenue on the west, and by Chicon Street on the

. east;

Now, Therefore,
BE IT RESOLVED BY THE CITY COUNCIL OF THE CITY OF AUSTIN:

Section 1. That the proposed survey area described above is & slum,
blighted, deteriorated or deteriorating area amd thet the undertaking of
surveys within the said ares to determime whether the undertaking of urban
reneval projects as defined by Sectiom 110(c) of the Housing Act of 1949, as
amended, im the proposed survey area described above , is hereby approved.

Section 2. That the financial assistemce provided under Section 102 of
the said Housing Act of 1949, as amended, to umdertake surveys of urban sreas
i5 peeded to emable theCity of Austin to finsmce the undertaking of said surveys
in the above described area.

Section 3. That the filing of aa application by the City of Austin in an
amount not to exceed Eighteen Thousand and Eight and no/100ths Dollars
($18,008.00) for surveys im the urban study srea described above is hereby
approved and that W. T. Willisms, Jr., City Mapager, is hereby authorized and
directed to execute and file such spplicatien with the Housing and Home Finance
Administrater and to provide such additicnal informatiom aud to furnish such
documentaticn as may be required by said Admimistrator amnd to act as the
authorized representative of the City of Austin.

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Action om approving the contract with C. H. LESTER for construction of
improvements to White Rock Drive, asd sundry adjacent street in the vieinity
of Gullette School, was deferred pemding receipt of a letter from MR. BULLARD
that he will pave his part, and an agreement from the County, that they will
top the pert of the road under their jurisdiction.

Councilwan Long offered the following resclutiom and moved its adoptiom:
(RESOLUTION)
BE IT RESOLVED BY THE CITY COUNCIL OF THE CITY OF AUSTIN:

 THAT the City Council of the City of Ausiin hereby approves the erection
of & boat dock on the property owsed by W. M. Murfia as described in the Travie
County Deed Records, and hereby authorizes the said W. M. Murfin to cemstruct,
-meintain and operate this boat dock subject to same bein g constructed in
compliance with all the ordimances relating therete and further subject to the
foregoing attached recommendations; and the Building Imspector is herely
authorized to issue anm occupancy permit for the erection of this boat deock
after full complisace with all the provisioms of this resolution. Said per-
migsien shall be held to be granted -and accepted subject to all mecessary,
reasonsble and proper, present amd future regulations and ordinances of the
City of Austinm, Texas, in the enforcememnt of the proper police, fire amd
health regulations and the right of revecation is retaimed if, after hearing,
it 1g found by the City Council that the said W. M. Murfin has failed and
refused, and will continue te fail amd refuse to perform any such conditions,
regulations and ordinmances.

"I, the undersigmed, have reviewed the plans and have comsidered the applica-
tiomn of W. M. Murfia, owner, through Monroe Baker, caretaker, of a piece of
property abutting om that part of Leke Austin lying upstream from the westerly
extension of the seuth line of Wimsor Road, &s listed ia the Travis Coumty,
Deed Records, for permission to comstruct snd maimtain a hoat dock projectiag
out inte the lake approximately 30 feet beyond the noxmal high water level.
The constructien details meeting all reguirements, I, therefore, recommend
thet if W. M. Murfim is greated his request by the City Council that it be
supject to the follewing conditions: '

"(i) fThat nothimg but creosoted piles, cedsr piles or comcrete piles,
substantially braced and bolted to withstand wind water pressure, be used in
the constructiom amd that no structure shall extend more than one-third the
distence from shore to shore at the poimt where stiructure is located, or be
nearer than tea feet to any side property line of the owner or applicant.
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"(2) That mo business, such as & restsurent, damce hall, comcession stand, or
any other enterprise for the sale of goods, wares and merchandise, except marine
supplies and tackle, and no living quarters of amny cheracter, shall be erected
on any pier, dock, wharf, float, island, piling or other structure extending
into or above Lake Austin.

"(3) That every structure shall be equlpped with proper lights which show all
around the horizom for night use and shall be equipped with flags or other
warnings for daylight use.

"(4) That all structures extending out imto the Lake be constantly kept in a
state of good repair and that the premises be kept ressorably clean at all {times.

(2) A gas main in GROVER AVENUE, from a point 21 feet
south of Housten Street, Northerly to Houstem Street,
the centerline of which gas main shall be T3 feet west
of ard parallel to the east property lime of said
GROVER AVENUE.

Said gas main described mbove shall have a cover of not
less than 23 feet.

(3) A gas mair in GROVER AVENUE, from Houston Street
northerly 88 feet, the cenrterline of which gas main shall
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be 4 feet east of and perallel to the east curb line of
said GROVER AVERUE, :

Said ges main described above shall have & cover of not
less than 25 feet.

(4) A ges main in HARDY DRIVE from Justin Lane northerly
146 feet, the centerlime of which gas mein shall be 63 feet
west of and parallel to the east property line of said
HARDY DRIVE.

Said ges maim described above shall have & cover of not
legs than 23 feet.

(5) A gas main in ATTAYAC STREET from a point 85 feet
south of E. Wth Street southerly 119 feet, the centerline
of which gas main shall be 13 feet west of and parallel
to the east line of said ATTAYAC STREET.

Said gas main described above shail have a cover of not
less than 25 feet.

(6) A gas main in CONCHO STREET from & point 182 feet
north of E. 1llth Street northerly 67 feet, the centerline
of which gas main shall be 63 feet west of and parallel
to the east line of sald CONCHO STREET.

Said gas main described above shell have a cover of not
less than 25 feet.

THE Southern Union Gas Company is hereby put upon notice that the City of
Austin does not guarantee that the space assigned above is clear from other
underground utilities, but is based upom the best records we have at hand, and
that the minimum depth stated does not have any referemce to the fact that
greater depths may mot be required at special peints. When the Southern Urion
Gas Company requires definite infermation upon the grouand as to elevations or
working points from which to base the locatiom of their assignments, they shall
apply to the Departwent of Public Works mot less than three (3) days before such
information is required. The Southerm Umion Gas Company is further put upon
notice that they will be required to bear the expense of repairs or replacement
of any uaderground utility damaged during the comstruction of lines named in
this resclution.

AND THAT whenmever pavement is cut in the vicinity of a fire plug, water
mist be used at intervals during the course of backfilling of the ditches.

THAT the work and laying of said gas maims, including the excavetion ia
the streets, and the restoration and maintensnce of said streets afier said
maine have been laid, shall be under the supervisiom and direction of the City
Manager and under all the pertinent terms and comnditions of the certain franchiseT
granted to said company by the City of Austina.
